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Senate was engaffed in a diacusaion 
of the policy of distributing ordina- 
ry farm and garden seeds from the 
Agricultural Department through 
members of Congress. Mr. Lodge 
and those with him in the debate on 
the subject stated that the seeds 
sent out were the common varieties 
to be bought of dealers everywhere 
and urged that only rare varieties 
should be supplied free to the peo- 
ple. He criticised the appropriation 
of 1240,000 for supplying seeds which 
were of the cheapest and commonest 
varieties. He characterized the 
whole scheme as a humbug and 
added. “y«*r after year we are ap- 
propriating the people’s money for 
the purpose of making gifts to our 
constituents. It is a pleasant thing 
to do, we all like to do it but we 
should not forget that we are mak- 
ing the country' pay for it.”

M. L. WARD DROWNED 



Attempted to Cross Green River 
on tbe Ice and it Gave 
Way.

M. L. Ward was drowned in Green 
river near Ceralvo last Saturday 
morning, surrounded by a dozen or 
more friends attempting to save his 
life. He had for some time lived on 
the old R. T. Her farm on the oppo- 
site side of the river from and a half 
mile below Oralvo. ’The river had 
been frozen over for several days 
and the people generally, including 
tNi deceased had been using the ice 
as a walkway from one side of the 
river to the other. 

On this day it was considerably 
warmer than usual and the ice had 
softened somewhat and when near 
the middle of the river the ice gave 
way and h* went into the water. 
He cried for help but it waa some- 
time, poeaibly an hour, before he 
could make any one hear. As soon 
as any one heard the alarm others 
were summoned, a skiff was procur- 
ed and dragged to a point opposite 
where he broke through and several 
men started to his rescue, breaking 
the ice as they went, but before they 
could reach him, overcome by cold, 
he sank. He had kept above the 
water all this time by means of a 
small pole he carried in his hand at 
the time the ice gave way. His 
brother. Ham Ward who lives at 
Central City was notified and he 
came and took the refnains to Haxel 
Creek, Muhlenburg county, for in- 
terment. •

We know of but one historic iwral- 
lel for this cotton burning. Many 
centuries ago the Dutch owned the 
Spice Islands and with them had a 
monopoly of the spice trade, as this 
article was then nowhere else obtain- 
able. An enormous revenue came 
to the government from its exclusive 
controle over these rich islands, and 
they were guarded with utmost care 
from outsidedepredation. A certain 
old Dutch governor, sent out from 
Holland to rule the islands, had a 
bright idea to Hash in his brain while 
smoking his pipe and pondering over 
the problem one day. “These spice 
trees produce so many pounds of 
spices an«l these spices are worth so 
much money,” remarked the (lover- 
nor as he concluded his meditations. 

“What’s the use of so many trees? 

I will cut down half of them and 
thus double the vale of the others.” 

It did not occur to this stupid offi- 
cial that in as much as there was no 
lK>ssibility of competition and all the 
produce of his trees was in ready de- 
man<l at good prices he was simply 
burning up half his income by dis- 
troying half his trees. 

That is precisely the situation with 
the southern cotton growers; they 
have a practical monopoly of thec*>t- 
ton of the world, whose price left to 
the law of supply and demand will 
of course, fluctuate but in long run 
be satisfactory. Manifestly, if there 
is a surplus, the remedy is not to 
bum, but to store it against a short 
crop in the future. E^en to sell at 
half price, however, would be better 
than burning, just as something is 
bet ter than nothing.

Thi* expression “as flat as a flound- 
er*’ has Invome proverbial, but it 
does not apjily to very young flountl- 
ers, which differ .so much from the 
adult ones that they can hardly In* 
recogniztsi as belonging to the same j 
family as their |>arents. Most Iwiys , 
and girls ire familiar with full- 1 
grown flounders, but very few of , 
them, and few older lasiple, know | 
anything about the iipjiearance of| 
young flounders and the wonderful j 
transfonnation they undergo. In | 
spring and .summer it is jsissible for ' 
young nature stuilents to sttcure j 
.siH-cimens of newly hatchetl flound- . 
ers by dragging a flne mesh net on , 
sunny days when the water is ! 
smiMith. Such siHfimens may easily j 
be kept alive in di.shes of salt water, 
and examines! fnim time to timei 
with a low-power microiico|H>. I 

The flounders begin life as do or - 1 
dinary fishw. When they first em- ] 
erge from the I'gg they swim verti- 
cally, with the heail turned upwanl. 
Their Imdies are symmetrical and | 
their eyes are on opposite sides of 1 
the heail. Gradually the position of j 
the iKidy changes from vertical to 
horironUl, and the fish remain thus 
for some time, swimming like onli- 1 
nary fishes, but while still very ' 
» small there is fon-shailowing of the ! 
bottom life they are destined for, | 
and they enter utsm a series of re- , 
markable changes. The most strik- 1 
ing of these changes is in the posi- 1 
lion of the eyes. 'The eye of one | 
side or the other slowly hut steadily ' 
moves over to the opposite side of 
the head and takes a place beside the 
other eye. In some flounders the 
eye moves round the front of the 
head, in others it moves directly 
through the head. 'This shifting of 
the eye’s position is accom|»nied by 
a change in the position of the body, 
which ceases to be upright and be- 
comes more and more oblique. The 
side of the body from which the eye 
is moving grailually becomes infer- 
ior to the other, until by the time 
the change of the eye is complete the 
fish swims with its blind side under- 
neath, and this position is ever after 
maintained. 'The flounder then 
ceases its free swimming habit and 
sinks to the bottom. 

Some species of flounders are right 
sided and others are left sided. In 
the right sided forms the left eye 
moves to the right side and the left 
side becomes undermost. In the left 
sided species thfe opposite conditions 
prevail. It rarely happens that right 
side species have left sided individ- 
uals, and vice versa. In a few spe- 
cies both right sided and left sideii

The solar system is 
moving through space toward a 
point in the constellation of Her- 
cules at a spcotl of 1.50,000,000 miles 
a year, or four miles a second. But 
there are no self luminous stars 
within a distance i*qual to 200,000 
times tlie distance between the earth 
and the sun. Tlierefore this gigan- 
tic gulf would have to lie crossed l>e- 
fore starlight liecame sunlight, anti 
this it would take- some 118,900 
years to do. 

Toward the end of that period, 
supposing always that the other 
star systems had not moved corre- 
spondingly, stars in Hercules would 
begin to shine as suns, and the long 
darkened solar system would be re- 
illuminnted hy rays of ever increas- 
ing intensity until it fell into its ap- 
pointed place as n ]>ortion of those 
(ILstant systems. It should also be 
mentioned that the tremendous 
journey might not be iicrformed 
without collision with some other 
burned out sun or darkeneil system 
now invisible, iu which case the 
shock would regenerate light and 
heat, aad out of the wrecks of the 
two systems a new one would be 
evolved.
